Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  of  Buxton  for  the  year  '\93^o 

The  contents  of  the  report  have  been  compiled  in  a 
manner  to  comply  with  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  the  vital  statistics  are  based  on  the  information 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General, 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home 
Population  for  1956  is  19  j '120  - a figure  130  lower  than  that 
for  1955. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1956  was  16,84  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  against  17.04  for  1955.  The  Death  Rate 
for  1956  was  13.39  against  14.23  for  1955.  The  Infant  Death 
Rate  was  9.31  compared  with  30.48  for  1955.  In  considering 
the  infant  Death  Rate  one  must  alvifays  relate  the  number  of 
deaths  to  the  number  of  births.  Thus,  in  the  year  1956  there 
were  3 deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year,  whereas  in 
1955  there  were  10. 

Infectious  Disease:  There  were  9 cases  notified  of 
Tuberculosis,  (Pulmonary  7,  Non-Pulmonary  2 ).  There  were 
no  cases  of  Diphtheria, 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  now  treated  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  patients  are  transferred  mainly 
to  the  hospital  at  Stockport, 

The  two  diseases  accounting  for  the  largest  number  of 
deaths  were  Malignant  Neoplasm  and  Heart  Disease  or  Disturbances 
of  the  Circulatory  System,  The  former  contributed  45  of  the 
total  number  (and  of  this  45?  there  were  9 (SMales  1 Female) 
attributed  to  Neoplasm  of  lung.  Bronchus,)  and  the  latter  II3 
(17. 5670  and  44. 1 ^b) . 

No  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

There  v\^ere  3 deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  6 
from  all  other  accidents. 
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In  my  Annual  Reports  for  the  years  1950  and  1951?  I 
made  reference  to  the  Bore  Hole  on  Stanley  Moor  - a scheme  to 
augment  the  water  supplies  of  the  town. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Bngineer  for  a contribution 
to  this  report  by  the  following  memorandum: 

contract  for  this  work  was  let 
early  in  the  year  and  work  has  proceeded  reasonably 
satisfactorily  and  the  first  of  the  three  settlement  tanks  v/as 
brought  into  operation  in  January,  1957» 

Waterworks ; The  construction  of  the  Terre t Reservoir  was 
compreted  and  brought  into  use  in  September  last,  with  the 
result  that  the  whole  of  Ladmanlow  and  Burbage  are  now 
receiving  filtered  and  treated  water  from  Stanley  Moor. 

The  new  filtration  plant  at  Stanley  Moor  is  well  under  way 
and  should  be  completed  in  July. 

The  new  Stanley  Moor  borehole  was  used  during  the  summer 
for  a period  of  6 weeks  and  during  that  time  it  pumped  some 
twelve  million  gallons  of  water.  The  old  borehole  at 
Portobello  was  also  used  for  a similar  period. 

Housing;  During  the  year,  further  contracts  for  15^  plus  51 
Fouses  were  let  and  these  should  become  ready  for  occupation 
during  the  coming  summer.” 

During  the  year  1956,  63  new  houses  were  erected  in  the 
Borough  - 52  as  part  of  a Municipal  Housing  Scheme  and  11  by 
private  enterprise. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
various  members  of  the  Health  Department  Staff  for  the 
continuance  of  their  enthusiasm  and  willing  service,  and  for 
the  courteous  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their  daily  work.

Water  Supply;  The  Borough  is  almost  entirely  covered 
by  a piped  supply,  and  on  no  occasion  throughout  the  year  I956 
was  there  any  shortage. 

The  water  supplies  of  the  Borough  are  mainly  upland 
surface  vi^ater.  The  supplies  are  tested  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  at  least  once  a month  and  daily  examinations 
are  conducted  for  the  pH, 

There  are  three  main  supply  reservoirs  for  the  Borough, 
namely  Stanley  Moor,  Lightwood  and  Burbage  and  three  subsidiary 
supplies,  Turner  Lodge,  Cold  Springs  and  Blake  Edge.  In 
Stanley  Moor  and  Lightv/ood  supplies  there  is  complete  filtration 
and  Chlorinating  Plant.  The  water  from  Burbage  Reservoir  is 
pumped  over  to  Stanley  Moor  Reservoir  and  treated  there. 

Cold  Springs  supplies  a very  limited  area  of  a few  houses  in 
the  higher  part  of  the  Borough  towards  the  N.W.  Terret 
Reservoir,  which  is  now  a covered  reservoir,  receives  its 
supply  of  filtered  and  chlorinated  water  from  Stanley  Moor  and 
supplies  a few  cottages  in  the  S.W.  of  the  Borough,  Blake 


Edge  for  many  years  v/as  unused  and  supplies,  I understand,  now 
only  one  farm.  Turner  Lodge,  towards  the  N.E.  of  the  Borough, 
supplies  a small  portion  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  town. 


Several  of  the  waters  have  definite  plumho-solvent  action, 
one  cupro-solvent  action  and  these  are  carefully  observed  and 
due  precautions  are  taken  to  minimize  the  plumbo-solvency, 

IThenever  any  sample  of  v/ater  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
further  sampling  is  carried  out  and  bacteriologically  pure  water 
is  secured  by  means  of  Chlorination,

To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Council  & Burgesses. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  meteorological 
report  for  the  year  195^. 

Fev/  people  have  a good  word  to  say  for  the  year,  but 
figures  prove  ho\¥  fallible  are  our  memories.  They  also  show  that 
the  timing  of  rainfall  and  sunshine  is  even  more  important  than 
the  actual  amounts.  For  instance,  in  six  out  of  the  twelve  months 
we  had  v\rell  below  the  average  rainfall;  unfortunately  the  above- 
average  rainfall  occurred  in  the  summer  months.  August  had  the 
unenviable  distinction  of  being  the  v/ettest  month,  ¥/ith  21'\  mm 
(10,67  ins).  The  wettest  day  of  the  year  v/as  also  in  August,  on 
the  ist,  when  we  swam  in  42.4  mm  (1.67  ins),  a record  since  1952, 

It  ¥/as  the  wettest  August  since  records  started  in  1069,  May 
was  the  driest  month,  with  a total  fall  of  32,3  mm  (1.27  ins), 
and  February's  fall  was  only  39%  of  the  average  for  the  month. 

We  had  some  rain  on  217  days,  but  this  was  by  no  means  exceptional. 

The  temperature  did  not  rush  to  extremes  in  either  ^ 
direction.  The  warmest  day  was  June  11th,  when  we  touched  73°? 
the  lowest  annual  maximum  since  1938,  On  the  other  hand,  we 
dropped  to  7°F,  on  February  2nd,  the  lovi^est  since  1947,  Eight 
months,  including  June,  July  and  August  had  below  the  average 
temperature. 

Pressure  reached  its  peak  for  the  year  on  February  3rd, 
v/ith  a corrected  reading  of  30,74  ins,  while  the  lowest  pressure 
\¥as  28,72  ins,  on  January  10th. 

The  sun  shone  brightl3r  on  270  days,  and  we  recorded 
1051  <>4  hours  during  the  year.  This  was  lovi^er  than  the  previous 
year,  but  considerably  more  than  in  1954.  December  was  in  disgrace 
¥/ith  only  6,4  hours  during  the  whole  month.  It  was  the  dullest 
December  since  1947.  May  Y/on  top  marks,  with  nearly  208  hours; 
we  had  some  sunshine  every  day  in  May^  and  the  maximun  for  the  year 
v/as  14.2  hours  on  May  26th,  It  v/as  the  sunniest  May  since  1948. 

During  the  year,  statistics  v/ere  supplied  to  many  students, 
and  a considerable  amount  of  time  v/as  spent  in  preparing  excerpts 
for  the  use  of  a lecturer  at  the  British  Association  Meeting  in 
Sheffield, 

I wish  to  thank  my  deputy  Mr,  Burton,  and  the  staff  of 
the  Library  for  help  on  many  occasions;  also  the  ground  staff  of 
the  Slopes,  for  digging  me  out  of  snow  drifts  when  necessary,

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  & Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report 
as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  year  1956  has  been  of  importance  in  the  field  of 
Public  Health  with  new  legislation  coming  into  force  entailing 
in  this  Borough  a considerable  amount  of  time  being  spent  in  the 
inspection  of  food  premises  of  all  types,  A lot  of  advice  has 
been  given  and  problems  discussed  with  the  food  traders  and  in 
many  instances  improvements  have  been  effected.  However,  I am 
more  and  more  convinced  that  the  real  answer  to  large  scale 
improvements  in  our  standard  of  Food  Hygiene  lies  in  an  education 
policy  for  the  food  handlers  and  shop  assistants.  Perhaps  in 
this  enlightened  age  steps  can  be  taken  through  the  media  of 
films  and  television  to  get  home  to  the  public  the  dangers  of 
licking  fingers  before  selecting  a piece  of  wrapping  paper  or 
stifling  a sneeze  with  a hand  which  next  moment  picks  up  the 
customers  boiled  ham. 

In  the  field  of  housing  it  is  gratifying  to  report 
that  vi/ork  in  52  houses  belonging  to  a local  firm  was  coiTimenced 
during  the  year,  vifork  designed  to  bring  these  houses  to  a 
standard  envisaged  in  the  Housing  Acts  including  the  replacement 
of  pail  closets  by  water  closets.  The  Department  submitted  a 
schedule  of  work  for  each  house  and  the  firm  agreed  to  carry  out 
all  the  items  asked  for.  ^/Vhat  a grand  thing  it  would  have 
been  in  these  days  of  nuclear  energy  and  jet  propulsion  if  we 
could  have  asked  for  a bath  and  hot  water  supply  in  these  houses 
as  well. 


I think  it  appropriate  in  passing  to  mention  that 
this  year  has  seen  the  passing  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the 
emergence  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  a change  which  has 
long  been  overdue.  The  Examining  Body  for  Sanitary  Inspectors 
has  also  been  renamed  and  reconstituted  and  the  objects  of  the 
new  Board  may  be  summarised  as  follovi^s:- 

(i)  To  examine  for  and  issue  a Diploma  in  Public  Health 
Inspection  as  the  basic  qualifications  to  be  recognised 
by  the  Minister; 

(ii)  to  examine  for  other  certificates  it  may  consider 
necessary  for  Public  Health  Inspectors; 

(iii)  to  approve  courses  of  instruction  for  all  of  its 
examinations ; 

(iv)  to  approve  local  authorities  for  the  purposes  of  practical 
training;  and 

(v)  to  keep  under  review  all  questions  relating  to  recruitment, 
training  and  examinations  of  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

With  regard  to  sub-paragraph  (iii)  the  Minister  of  Health 
reminds  local  authorities  that  the  paid  system  of  pupillage  for 
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Public  Health  Inspectors  should  be  extended  with  the  prospect 
of  its  ultimately  becoming  the  normal  avenue  of  entry,  except 
for  ex~Service  Candidates,  The  Minister  supports  the  view 
of  the  Working  Party  that  the  best  training  is  obtained  by 
those  students  who  are  engaged  by  a local  authority  specifically 
as  pupils  or  student  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  has  no  doubt 
that  local  authorities  will  bear  the  recommendations  in  mind, 
and  consider  the  advantages  of  adopting  a system  of  paid 
pupillage  or,  where  appropriate,  of  extending  existing  arrange- 
ments. 


In  conclusion  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  record 
that  the  unqualified  assistant,  Mr,  D,  Morten  was  successful  in 
obtaining  the  qualifying  examination  as  a Public  Health  Inspector 
during  the  year.  He  left  the  Department  in  August  to  take  up  a 
position  with  another  Authority.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  record 
that  your  Additional  Inspector  worked  extremely  v/ell  and 
conscientiously  during  the  year  as  did  too  the  clerical  staff, 
to  whom  I am  indebted  for  the  compilation  of  this  report. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  has  helped  and 
co-operated  to  the  full,  and  to  the  other  Chief  Officials  I give 
ray  thanks  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year,

REFUSE  MD  SALVAGE 


A weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  vdth 
additional  collections  from  hotels  and  restaurants  as  recLuired 
operates  throughout  the  Borough  except  for  a few  isolated  premises 
in  the  outlying  partSe  There  are  three  refuse  collection 
vehicles  operating  full  time  and  the  whole  of  the  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  second  rear  loading  S,  & D,  Freighter,  which  v/as 
placed  on  order  in  November,  1955ji  arrived  and  was  put  into 
service  in  August,  The  Thorneycroft  vehicle  was  then  transferred 
to  Tip  duties  and  private  works. 

The  collection  of  Salvage  still  necessitates  the  use  of  a 
full  time  vehicle,  A request  to  reduce  the  output  of  Salvage  by 
10  per  cent  was  received  from  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery  Association 
and  was  put  into  force.  The  Mills  were  stocked  out  and  the  short 
time  working  in  the  car  industry  and  radio  and  television  vrarld 
contributed  greatly  to  this  request  having  to  be  made.  It  is  to 
bo  hoped  that  next  year  will  see  the  lifting  of  this  restriction.
